May it Please your Excellency, 

1. In accordance with the 24th section of the Public Records 
(Ireland) Act, I have the honour, under the direction of the Right 
Honourable the Master of the Rolls in Ireland, to submit my 
report of the proceedings in the Public Record Office, Ireland, for 
the year 1886, being my first annual report, and the Nineteenth 
Annual Report of the Deputy Keeper of the Public Records of 
Ireland. 

2. It is my painful duty, in the first instance, to report Death of Sir 
the loss which the public service has sustained by the death Samuel Fer- 
of Sir Samuel Ferguson, Knt., Q.C., ll,d., the late Deputy guson ' 
Keeper, on the 9th day of August last. 

3. Though an able writer, a distinguished poet, a learned lawyer, 
and an accomplished antiquarian, I need only allude here to his 
claim upon the Civil Service of his country, from the ability and 
method displayed by him in organising this Department from its 
inception. Appointed the first Deputy Keeper under the Public 
Records Act of 1867, he at once took in hand the arduous task 
of transferring the legal Records of this country to the building 
provided for them, and of rendering them as they came in accessible 
to the public. How efficiently and thoroughly this work was 
performed by him it is not for me — lately his chief officer — to 
speak of, but I can and may say that neither labour nor time was 
spared by him in the discharge of this great undertaking. 

4. Your Excellency, with the consent of the Lords of Her Appointment?. 
Majesty’s Treasury, was pleased, by warrant dated the 10th 
November, 1886, to appoint me, under section 8 of the Public 
Records (Ireland) Act, to the important post of Deputy Keeper. 

5. Your Excellency was further pleased to appoint Mr. William 
Maunsell Hennessy, the eminent Celtic scholar, and Senior First 
Class Clerk in this Department, to be Assistant Deputy Keeper in 
my stead, and Mr. Henry FitzPatrick Berry, A.M., Senior Clerk in 
the Rolls Chambers, and formerly attached to this department, to 
be a First Class Clerk.

11 From the Land Judges-Chancery Division formerly 
known as the Landed Estates Court, the largest and most im- 
portant transfer of the year has been effected exclusively undei 
the 14 rh section of the Public Records Act. In addition to the 
Records now referred to, the schedule to the warrant for 'their 
removal comprises some 4,500 deeds boxes containing Deeds 
more or less the private property of the suitors of the Diyi^L, 
for the recall of which to the Court and re-delivery here, if neces- 
sary a special clause has been inserted m the warrant, giving 
facilities for their being dealt with in accordance with the regula- 
tions in force for the similar deeds boxes oi Chancery and Equity 
Exchequer, under the direction of the Chief Clerk to the Lord Chan- 
cellor. 1 It was not possible to transfer these boxes prior to the end 
of 1886 as fittings had to be made for them in the basement of 
the Record Treasury; but they have been labelled, arranged, and 
entered for removal, which is proposed to he accomplished durin B 
the current year as fast as arrangements can be made to receive 
them During the process of transfer it became apparent that, 
regard being had to the practice of theDmsion. it won d be 
necessary, for the current business of the Court, from time to time, 
temporarily to recall certain of its Records, such as Fmal Schedules 
Rentals, &e., to the offices, and to meet this^rs Honor the Master 
. ,. m of the Rolls, made an order dated the 17th December last, extend-

35 - dated the 20th December, 1886, was made by His Honor, direct- 

ing that the Rentals in question should be handed over to the 
Land Commission upon certain conditions, in pursuance of which 
they were transferred, for a limited period, to the Land Commission 
Appendix vi. R ecor d Room in Upper Merrion-street, upon the 23rd February, 
1887.

16. Four bays have been fitted with galvanised iron shelving Iron Fittings, 
in lieu of the old wooden fittings, and two vaults, A and B, 

have been fitted with iron racks in readiness to receive deeds 
boxes from the Landed Estates Court. The usual diagram show- state of Bays, 
ing, in red ink, the additions to and changes in the disposition of 
Records, is annexed. 

Sorting and arrangement of papers. 

17. The copies of Chancery Money Orders from the Accountant Accountant- 
General’s collection, consisting of 136 bundles containing 23,664 Records. 8 
orders, between the years 1784 and 1838, have been stamped 

with the office stamp and re-bundled, and 45 bundles of Miscel- 
laneous papers, from the same office, have been flattened and 
placed in dust-proof covers. The Accountant General’s series of 
Powers of Attorney, consisting of 121 bundles, previously only 
arranged in years, have been rearranged in the diurnal sequence 
of their dates. 

18. One hundred and ninety-nine bundles of Prerogative Com- Sundry Records 
missions, Attorney’s and Proctor’s Certificates, Schedules, Renun- 
ciations, Requisitions, Affidavits, and Miscellaneous papers, and 
sixty-one bundles of Memorials of Registration of Judgments 

have been placed in dust-proof paper covers, and forty-eight 
bundles of Prerogative Miscellaneous papers have been arranged, 
classified, and covered with paper. 

19. One hundred and thirty bundles of the Records from the clerk of 
Clerk of the Crown, Green Street, comprising Bills, Commissions, Crown’s 
Papers, Ejectments, Examinations, Informations, Jury Panels, In- ecor s ' 
dictments. Records of Acquittal, Calendars, Records of Conviction, 

and Presentments, between the years 1643 and 1860, have been 
flattened and made into parcels. 

20. Fifty-eight bundles of Transmisses to the Court of Dele- Transmisses 
gates have been arranged in the dictionary order of their 
causes, flattened and papered ; and the Probate Office Cause 
papers, to the letter D, likewise arranged. 

21- Five hundred and thirty-three Causes from bundles of Equity Ex- 
Miscellaneous papers, relating to charges and discharges of the p h a eq e u r g r iat a e u r so 
Equity Exchequer, have been interpolated amongst the general po iated. 
series of Cause Papers of that Court. 

22. Marriage Licence Bonds for the following Dioceses have Marriage 
been arranged in their years and covered with paper: — 1 bundle of Llcence Bonds - 
Clonfert, 31 bundles of Cork, 1 of Derry and Raphoe, 11 of Down, 

Connor, and Dromore, 75 of Dublin, 3 of Kildare, 3 ofKilmore 
and Ardagh, 1 of Meath, and 4 of Tuam. 

23. Four bundles of Administration Bonds of the Diocese of Administration 
Meath, fourteen of Raphoe, and twenty-seven of Waterford and Bonds ' 
Lismore have been arranged under their years, and, along with 

the other Diocesan Administration Bonds, have been made into 
one consecutive series and placed in 222 portfolios in Bay 1 J.

24. One bundle of Inventories of the Diocese of Ardfert, three 
of Limerick, and fourteen of Ossory have been arranged in dates 
and flattened. 

25. Forty bundles of Replications and Rejoinders, completing 
the classification of the ancient pleadings of Chancery, have been 
arranged in the order of their dates and folded into book form. 

26. °Three bundles of Prerogative Administration Bonds, and 
three of Prerogative Inventories have been arranged according to 
their dates. 

27. Thirty bundles of Miscellaneous Diocesan papers of Meath 
have been flattened. 

28. Forty-two bundles of Testamentary, and twenty-four 
bundles of Diocesan Cause Papers of Armagh have been ar- 
ranged in the dictionary order of their titles.

36. The Assistant Deputy Keeper, Mr. Wm. Maunsell Calendar, 
Hennessy, has taken in hands the final collation of the draft James I * 
Index to the printed Calendar of the Patent Rolls of James I. 

37. Progress has been made with the Index to the Calendar of Rian< ?» 
the Fiants of Elizabeth, printed in appendices to the 11th, 12th, lza e * 
13th, 15th, 16th, 17th, and 18th Reports, and, if possible to do so, 

it will be completed in time to be included in the Report of 
next year. 

38. The Calendar to the Disentailing Deed Rolls has been Disentailing

39. In the Bookbinding and Repairing department, 49 volumes Bookbinding 
of Parochial Registers, and 8 Miscellaneous volumes have been and Re P ainn s 
bound, and 538 sheets of Administration Bonds, 120 of Marriage 
Licence Bonds, 72 membranes of Rolls, and 11 Wills have been 
repaired, besides the ordinary general work.

40. The Reports for the year 1886 on the state and condition ^^ t ° 0 r ^ a ° f g 
of the Parish Registers, made by Parochial Officers having the us 0 ,an3 
custody of their Records under Retention Orders, have been very 
satisfactorily returned to this Department. Out of 444 Reports 

that of only one parish is, up to the time of going to press, out- 
standing. These Reports show that, in general, the Records are 
well and safely preserved, though there are ten complaints of 
damp affecting them. In these instances the local custodian has 
been communicated with, as to thebest measures to be taken with 
a view to abate the evil. In some cases there would appear to 
have been some laxitjv arising through inadvertence, about keep- 
ing the Records in their proper receptacles and in every instance 
the attention of the local custodian has been directed to any 
irregularity that may have been reported. On the whole these 
Reports are very creditable to the Local Custodians from the re- 
gularity with which they have been returned, and the frank and 
careful way in which they have been made out. 

41. In three instances during the year it proved necessary to Records 
recall Parochial Records under Retention Orders to this Depart- reca 6 ' 
ment, as the Master of the Rolls was not satisfied that due pro- 
vision was made for their safe custody. 

42. In the Appendix to the Eighteenth Report was published 
a table exhibiting the then distribution of the Records of the 
parishes in Ireland. I now annex a return, showing the Appendix VII. 
alterations .that have been made in it by the Records that 

have been removed to this Department, and by those that 
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remain in, or have been returned to, their parish under Retention 
Orders. 

43. Thirty-one parishes became attachable under his Honor’s 
annual Warrant. Of these twenty-one have been removed here, 
six remain in their parishes under Retention Order, and four are 
awaiting final arrangements to be made for their proper local 
custody. 

44. The amount of Fees received during the past year amounted 
to £585 10s. 6d., a marked falling off* from those of the previous 
year.

This collection, unless otherwise stated, has been removed down to 
the end of I860. It comprises the Records of the Incumbered 
Estates Court, instituted in the year 1849 by the 12th and 13th 
Victoria, cap. 77, and of the Landed Estates Court, which succeeded it 
in November, 1858, under the 21st and 22nd Victoria, cap. 7 2 I he 
collection naturally divides itself into four minor ones ; viz., those of 
the Registrar’s or General office and of the three Judges, existent m 
1866— namely, Dobbs, Longfield, and Hargreave ; but Judge Dobbs 
having been succeeded in 1869 by Judge Flanagan, his collection is 
better known by the name of the latter. ,, . , 

Under the Incumbered Estates Act, the persons to execute the Act 
were styled Commissioners, which title-was changed to that oi Judge by 
the Landed Estates Court Act in November, 1858. When a Com- 
missioner or Judge died or resigned or had his patent revo -e , 
appointed usually took over his duties. The following table ■ wdi 
show the changes and succession from 1849 rip to the presont time, 
and may be explanatory of some little difficulties m the devolution

The original documents filed were of record in the Registrars or 
General office, but with certain classes of them copies or duplicates 
were lodged in the offices of the several Commissioners or Judges to 
whom the cases were attached : thus, the same class of record is often

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common to the four collections, but the original, it must always 
be remembered, remained in the Registrar’s or General office. The chief 
classes in this department comprise Abstracts of Title, Affidavits, 
Claims, Consents, Objections to Reports of Master, Objections to 
Schedules, Tenants’ Objections, Petitions, and Draft Final Schedules of 
Incumbrances. In addition to the Records filed, the Registrar’s office 
also contained those that appertained to the Court generally, such as 
Appearance Books, Copies of Conveyances, Declaration of Title, Court 
Order Books, Records of Proceedings, and Court Sale Books. The 
Records of chief importance from the Judges’ offices are Abstracts of 
Title, Draft Conveyances, Fiat Books, Rentals, and Final Schedules of 
Incumbrances. There has not been transferred any general Index to 
the Registrar’s collection, but there are Indices more or less perfect for 
the different classes, as the notes under their respective heads below will 
show ; and for each of the collections in the offices of the three J udges 
there are Indices, more or less full. In addition to the above, the Records 
of the Notice Office of the Court have been transferred here from the 
Record and Writ Office of the Chancery Division, with which it was 
united under the provisions of the Judicature Act (40 and 41 Vic., 
cap. 57, s. 72). 

A warrant for the transfer of the Deeds Boxes in the custody of the 
Keeper of the Deeds was signed, but the delay in preparing fittings 
prevented their being transferred during the year included in the 
present Report. 

An explanatory note on each class of Records removed is appended, 
giving its name, dates inclusive, and the collection with which it was 
transferred.

Conveyances, Copies of. — Registrar, 

These are copies of the conveyances made by the Com- 
missioners or Judges of the court to purchasers. From 
1850-1857 they are arranged under their years and 
letters, and appear to be imperfect, and for the years 
1858 and 1859, there are only two bundles each for 
the letter C extant. From 1859 to 1867 they are 
numbered in chronological sequence from 1 to 47 45. 
These copy conveyances are indexed in seven volumes 
for the Incumbered Estates Court portion 1850-1858, 
and in three for the Landed Estates Court 1858— 
1867. For the first series the indices give the title 
of the cause, name of purchaser, date of conveyance, 
amount of purchase money, and the lands conveyed, 
and for the second the number and date of conveyance,, 
title of cause, name of purchaser, solicitor, amount ot 
purchase money, and number of lot sold.

for. They were somewhat irregularly kept, the 
entries varying in form, one volume 1852-3 is endorsed 
“ Draft Deeds Book.” The practice in regard to con- 
veyances would appear to be regulated by an order of 
the 27th November, 1854, “That every engrossment 
of conveyances to be executed by the Commissioners 
when compared in the Examiner’s office be sent by one 
of the porters directly to the Registrar’s office to have 
it sealed, &c., and that no such engrossment be 
delivered to the solicitor until it shall have been 
executed.”

Index to Consents and Miscellaneous Documents. — 

Registrar, ...... 1858—1871 

An entry book giving the date of filing, the number 
and title of the document, the nature of the document, 
and the name of the solicitor filing it. It is indexed 
alphabetically at the end. 

Indices to Conveyances. — Registrar, . . . 1850-1867 

In two series, the first, for the Incumbered Estates 
Court, April, 1850-October, 1858, consists of seven 
volumes, in which are entered the title of the matter, 
the name of the purchaser, amount of purchase money, 
the date of the conveyance, whether a memorial was 
executed or not, and the name and acreage of the lands. 

Indexed at end of volumes in the title of the matter. 

The second series, for the Landed Estates Court, runs 
from December, 1858, to July, 1867, and consists of 
three volumes concaining entries of the number and 
date of the conveyance, the title of the matter, the 
names of purchaser and solicitor, the consideration, 
and the number of the lot. Indexed at back in 
name of purchaser. 

Index, General. — Judge Flanagan, . . . 1849-1862 

An alphabetical index in name of owner to the rentals 
and schedules ; the latter extend into 1863. 

Indices, General. — Judge Longfield, . . . 1849-1867 

In two volumes. The first for the Incumbered Estates 
Court, is an alphabetical index in the owner’s name, 
giving a reference, by numbers, to the petition, the 
petition book, the abstract book, the seai'ch, the sale 
book, the rental, the schedule, and the account 
book. The second for the Landed Estates Court is 
similar. There are, besides the above, three Volumes 
from which, apparently, these were formed, one of 
which is cancelled ; the two others are almost dupli- 
cates of the above for the same period, but not so 
full. Another cancelled book gives list of petitions 
(1-1005), schedules (1-997), searches (1-1070), 
rentals (1-1138), abstracts (1-524), and other 
imperfect lists. 

Indices (General). — Judge Ilargreave, . . . 1849-1866 

These consist of two volumes, the first, for the Incum- 
bered Estates Court period, is an alphabetical index, 
in the name of the owner, to the volume and page of 
the petition book in which the case is entered, to the 
office number of the case, and to the number of the 
fiat directing a payment. When a cause was trans- 
ferred to Commissioner or Judge Hargreave the prac- 
tice was to give it a new number other than the original 
number of the petition, which new number was com- 
mon to the rental and the final schedule of incum- 
brances. The second volume, for the Landed Estates 
Court period, November 1858-1866, was similar to the 
first save giving the original number of the petition. 

The petition books referred to from these indices 
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were nine in number, five for the Incumbered and 
four for the Landed Estates Court, and some con- 
fusion is caused by their being bound in four volumes, 
the last volume containing three books, the others two 
each. On Judge Hargreave’s death in April, 1866, 
the Court directed that the Petition matters allotted 
to him should be divided amongst the other Judges, 
the even numbers to Judge Longfield, the odd to 
Judge Dobbs, and that cases in which the title had been 
approved of by J udge Hargreave should be wound up 
in his chambers by the officers attached thereto. 

Indices to Objections to Schedules. — Eegistrar, 

Five volumes of entry books giving the date, title of 
matter, name of party lodging objection, and solicitor. 
Alphabetical index at end of volumes to titles of 
matter. 

Indices to Objections (Tenant’s). — Registrar, 

Four entry books giving the date, the title, the name 
of party objecting, and the solicitor. The fourth volume 
commencing November, 1858, gives also the number of 
the objection. Alphabet at end of volumes. 

Index to Orders. — Judge Flanagan, 

This volume purports to have been commenced 28th 
October, 1853, and to be a Commissioner’s Index to 
orders, referring to volumes from 1 to 14, but to what 
series it refers or for what period has not been ascer- 
tained. 

Indices to Petitions. — Registrar, . 

Consist of two volumes of entries for the Incumbered 
Estates Court period, October 1849-October 1858, 
giving the number, title, date of filing, name of peti- 
tioner and solicitor, with address, and two volumes for 
the Landed Estates Court, November 185 8-May 1866, 
giving the date of filing, the number, the judge, title of 
matter, name of petitioner and solicitor, with address.

Miscellaneous Certificates. — Judge Hargreave, . 

These consist of certificates of funds and dividends 
from the Accountant’s Office, of the court and certifi- 
cates of no lodgment of purchase money. 

Miscellaneous Documents. — Registrar, 

These consist chiefly of copies of original documents 
such as deeds, wills, and proceedings in other courts, 
which would seem to have been used for the elucidation 
of title as well as the same class of miscellaneous 
records that, for the later period, 1858-1866, were 
filed with the consents, which see. 

Miscellaneous Papers. — Judge Longfield. 

Contain chiefly draft rentals, conveyances, abstracts of 
title and copies. 

Miscellaneous Papers. — Judge Flanagan. 

Do. — Judge Hargreave. 

Include abstracts of title, affidavits, auction biddings, 
certificates, certificates of advertisements, funds and 
dividends, lis pendens, and of taxed costs, copy 
conveyances and orders, counsels’ opinions, declarations 
of trust, directions for searches and on title, explana- 
tions, letters, lists of tenants, memoranda, maps, 
memoranda of interest, notices, original deeds, draft 
partitions, partition orders, reports on partition, 
petition of appeal, postings, powers of attorney, 
requisitions for searches, MS. rentals, schedules of 
deeds lodged, statements of fact, notes on title, sur- 
veyor’s report and valuation.

Consist of three volumes, 1849—1853, 1859, and 1 859— 
1861, without an index. 

Notes on Title (Judges). — Judge Hargreave, 

Nineteen volumes containing Judge’s notes on titles to 
land with, in many instances, queries and directions 
in relation thereto. There is an index to these in one 
volume. The paging of the first two volumes is 
complete for each book but from the 3rd volume the 
pagination is continuous from 1 to 4740, vol. 15, pp.

Are the notices of motions to be made in Court. 

Notices of Motions, <fcc. — Judge Hargreave, 

Arranged in bundles according to months and years. 

To November, 1859, many of these had the rulings 
°f. the Judge appended. From 1861 they consist 
chiefly of notices to tenants and to Incumbrancers. 

They are unindexed.

They give the date of lodgment of notice or order,

Objections to Master’s Reports. — Registrar, . . 1855-1858 

Objections made to the Reports of Stephen Woulfe 
Flanagan, Master of the Incumbered Estates Court. 

They do not seem to be indexed. 

Objections to Schedules. — Registrar, . . . 1850-1868 

Are the objections filed to the draft final schedules of 
incumbrances, arranged to 1858 in bundles under 
their years and letters. From 1859-1868 they are 
preserved in chronological order in a numerical series 
from 1 to 1905. They are indexed in five volumes. 

Objections (Tenants’). — Registrar, . . . 1850-1866 

Are the objections of tenants to the notices served 
upon them and to the draft schedules. From 
1850—1857 there is a bundle for each year, whilst 
from 1858 to 1866 they are bound in order of the 
date of filing in a numerical series from 1-2686.

Order Books, Conditional. — Registrar, 

In these were entered the conditional orders for sale. 
The first volume also contains absolute and mis- 
cellaneous orders. Indexed in each volume. 

Order Books, Miscellaneous. — Registrar, 

These books contain all the orders made by the Incum- 
bered and Landed Estates Court other than the 
absolute and conditional orders, save volume one, in 
which the distinction is not observed. The volumes 
are indexed at back. 

Order Books (Court). — Judge Hargreave, 

These are described inside as “ Judge Hargreave’s 
Chamber Rule Books.” They were kept by the 
chief clerk and would appear to be the court notes of 
the orders made, and as some are marked “ chamber” 
it may be assumed that most of the entries are ordinary 
orders made by the Court. Each entry is marked, 
“ entered,” and initialled, and as a matter of fact, was 
entered in the general order books of the Court. 
Each volume has an index. 

Order Books (Judge’s). — J udge Flanagan, 

Two volumes, each covering the like period, containing 
entries of the court orders made by the Judges and 
endorsed “Judges Martley and Dobbs’ Order Books.” 
These orders are copied into the general order books 
of the court.

Two volumes, each covering the like period, of entries 
of court orders made by the J udges. They are en-

These are the copies of the original petitions filed in the 
General or Registrar’s office and were lodged in the 
offices of the Judges to whom they were allotted. 

Judge Flanagan’s collection is unbound and is only 
indexed from 1855 to 1867 in two volumes, one from 
5th February, 1855, to 8th January, 1859 ; the other 
from 23rd November, 1 858, to 8th May, 1867, in which 
latter volume the numbers of some of the schedules of 
incumbrance are pencilled in. Judge Hargreaves 
are unbound to November, 1858, but are bound in 
volumes from thence and are indexed in tbe general 
index. Judge Longfield’s are bound in volumes, 
containing fifty each in chronological order in 
two numerical series, one ending October, 1858, from 
1 to 1558, and the other ending in 1866, from 1 to 
1500.

Are examiners’ notes and directions given on settling 
rentals. In two volumes, with index at back. 

Proposal Books. — Judge Flanagan, 

These contain the proposals made for the purchase of 
property for sale under the Court, and have the note 
of the Judge accepting or rejecting them at foot. 
They contain an index. 

Proposal Books (Donegall Estate). — Judge Longfield, circa 
These are three volumes containing the proposals made 
in connexion with Lord Donegall’s Estate, numbered 
from 1 to 1018. A fourth volume contains an index 
to the persons making the proposals.

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Records of Proceedings. — Registrar, . . . 1849-1868 

These books correspond somewhat to the Bill Books in 
an Equity 001114;, but contain more information. 

These afford a chronological list of the documents 
filed or proceedings taken under each petition filed, 
comprising the petition itself, conditional and abso- 
lute orders for sale, and miscellaneous orders, notices 
to claimants and tenants, Master’s reports, postings, 
sales, schedules of incumbrances, certificates, final 
notices, requisitions to tax costs, consents, &c. The 
later volumes give the initial of the Judge to whose 
Court the petition was sent. There is an index to 
each volume. 

Records of Proceedings. — Judge Flanagan, . . 1858-1863 

This is similar to the former, but applies only to peti- 
tions in Judge Martley’s or Dobbs’ office. Indexed 
at back. 

Register of Cases. — Judge Hargreave, . . . 1856-1862 

One volume giving the dates of reference to settle 
rentals, the name of the cause, the solicitor and the 
date of lodging abstract of title. 

Register of Cases. — Judge ITargreave, . . . 1850-1866 

One volume kept by the J udge’s Examiner, which gives 
a new case number to each matter coming into the 
office, under which the schedules and rentals were 
kept; it also gives references to the Judge’s notes on 
title and other references, but not throughout the 
whole period. 

Rentals.— Judge Flanagan, . 1850-1866 

These are bound, and form a very imperfect collection, 
many rentals being absent. They are indexed to 1862 
in one volume, which also contains the references to 
the schedules of incumbrances. The later index has 
not been transferred. 

Rentals. — Judge Longfield, .... 1850-1866 

These are bound and in good order, those for the Incum- 
bered Estates Court ending with number 1,138, and 
for the Landed Estates Court with 650.

They are yearly from the 1st 
November, 1860, and give the number and titles of 
matters brought into Chamber during the year, and 
of all matters then pending, distinguishing original 
applications from those referred to the Court from the 
Chancery, Bankruptcy, or Insolvency Courts. 

Rulings Bespoken. — Judge Hargreave, 

A bespeak book for copies of rulings. 

Ruling Books. — Judge Longfield, .... 
Rulings madeby the Judge and kept by the chief Clerk. 
Indexed at back. 

Rulings in Chamber. — Judge Hargreave, 

Rulings made by Mr. Commissioner Hargreave in 
chamber. Indexed in the volumes. 



Sales, List of. — Judge Hargreave, 

An alphabetical list of estates sold by the Commissioners. 
It refers to the Provincial Sales Book by the affix of 
the letter B, and to the Private Sale Book by the 
affix of the letter C, and gives the number of the 
petition and of the rental, the title of the matter, the 
solicitor, and the Commissioner. 

Sales, List of Provincial. — Judge Hargreave, 

An alphabetical list of estates sold by order of the Com- 
missioners giving the number of petition and rental, 
the title of the matter, name and address of solicitor, 
and the Commissioner to whose court it belonged. 

Sales, Proposals for Private. — Registrar, . 

Are the original proposals made for the purchase of 
estates or lots thereof by private offer. The accept- 
ance of the Judge, or a copy of his ruling, accompanies 
each offer. 

Sales, Provincial. — Registrar, .... 

Are rentals of lands directed to be sold in the provinces. 
Each rental is generally accompanied by an affidavit 
of the Auctioneer or Commissioner appointed to carry 
out the sale, stating the circumstances attending each 
auction. 

Sale Books. — Judge Flanagan, 

Contain particulars of when and where sales are to be 
held, whether in Dublin or the country, with the title 
of the cause and number of lots. In some instances 
the amount of the purchase money and other details 
are added.

Sale Book, Provincial. — Judge Flanagan, . . . 1859-1876 

Contains entries of sales, held in the provinces under the 
court, with the title of the matter, where and when the 
sale was held, the amount of the biddings, and the 
ruling of the Judge on the result submitted to him. 

This volume is indexed. 

Schedules of Incumbrances, Draft Final. — -Registrar, . 1850-1869 

These are the original draft schedules filed in the 
Registrar’s department, duplicates of which are lodged 
in the several Judges’ offices where they are noted and 
adjudicated on, and become the final schedules. From 
1850 to 1858 they are in yearly bundles under their ■ 
letters according to the date of filing or. lodgment • 
marked on them. From 1858-1869'they are numbered 
in succession according to their dates of filing, and are 
bound in numerical sequence, from No. 1 to 2701. 

They are indexed in two volumes, vol. 1 from February, 

1850 — December, 1858, and vol. 2, December, 1858 
to 1869.

They are indexed in the 
index with the rentals to 1862, from that date the 
index has not been transferred. The second series is 
bound and numbered from 1 to 1,840, and indexed in 
the general index books. The third series has two 
enumerations from 1 to 1,000, for the period from 1850 
to 1858, and from 1 to 550 from 1858 to 1867. It 
is indexed in the general index book. These three 
series are noted by the Examiners and Judges and are 
generally signed by the J udge as settled, which renders 
them of more practical importance than the series from 
the Registrar’s office.

To the Right Honorable the Master of the Rolls — The 
Nineteenth Report of Sir Bernard Burke, C.B., Ulster 
King of Arms, Keeper of the State Papers in the Record 
Tower, Dublin Castle, dated 2nd February, 1887. 

S!R,— I have transferred a series of nine volumes, folio size, marked 
on the back with letters of the alphabet, running in regular sequence to 
the twelfth letter, M, with the exception of three missing, viz., 
G, I, LC. These nine volumes contain, as mentioned by the Record 
Commissioners of 1810, transcripts and other documents, chiefly re- 
lating to the Acts of Settlement and Explanation, and to proceedings 
under those Acts. 

It would be difficult to over-estimate the value of these volumes with 
reference to a proper understanding of the Acts of Settlement. In 
them will be found copies of the Transmisses of various Bills as sent 
over to England by the Council of Ireland, showing the alterations made 
by the Privy Council, when they were returned under the Great Seal of 
England to be enacted in the Parliament of Ireland. They include 
petitions of various persons seeking provisoes in the Acts of Settlement 
and Explanation, to be restored to their lands. The petitions, indeed, form

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the greater bulk of the papers in these volumes, and contain a vast amount 
of interesting personal details to be met with nowhere else. There 
are besides, the papers containing the arguments of the various classes 
whose interests would suffer from the restoration of the petitioners, such 
as the adventurers and soldiers, the ’Forty Nine” officers. Here are 
a few instances of these entries, viz. : — • 

The petition of the ’Forty Nine officers to be heard as to the clause of the 
Act of Settlement introduced in favour of the Earl of Strafford and Thomas 
Radclifle, Esq., concerning the estate of O’Connor Sligo — p. 277, Liber C. 

Petition of Francis Lord Berminghame, of Athenry, that a proviso in his 
favour be introduced into the Act of Settlement— p. 280, Ibid. Clause to 
to be inserted in the Act of Settlement, in the favour of Lord Berminghame, 
that he may have the benefit of the King’s Declaration of 30th November, 
1660, and of the King’s Letter of 2nd May, 1663, granting him possession 
of the town and liberties of Athenry, and such parts of the barony of 
Dunmore as his grandfather had enjoyed— p. 281, Ibid. 

Petition of Colonel Lewis O’Ferrall in behalf of the officers and soldiers 
of his regiment who served the King abroad, and were not mentioned in the 
King’s Declaration of 30th November, 1660. That the names of certain 
officers (named) which were omitted in a former list given in, be inserted in 
the new Act _p. 300, Ibid. 

Case of Edward Walsh, late ofClonmayning, Wicklow Co., and son of 
Edmund Walsh, now living. The father was servant to Thomas, Earl of 
Ormonde, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and married Eliza Booth, sister 
to old Sir George Booth, father to Sir George Booth, now Lord Delamar ; 
and purchased lands in Clonmayning, containing 825a. besides bog, and 
his title being disputed by Sir William Parsons, here-purchased under him, 
and held it till the rebellion, when he was eighty years old, blind and bed- 
ridden, and lived in the house of Lord Esmond, a Protestant, one of the 
Privy Council in Limerick [Co. Wexford]. Being indicted as a rebel he 
could not plead on account of his age. His son, though living within the 
line, was endeavoured to be transplanted, but refused to go, and was not 
proceeded against, though Dr. Yarner was one of the Court of Justice. 
His property was granted to said Yarner on an unjust claim of services in 
the army, and he (Edmond Walsh) remains dispossessed, though recom- 
mended to the Lords Justices by the King’sLetter of 30th November, 1660, 
and 7th June, 1661. Then follows a certificate in his favor. Order of 
Council, 15th January, 1658, to put Dr. Yarner in possession of the lands 
of Clonmayning, &c. Also a protection to Edmond Walsh and his family — 
p. 367, Ibid. 

Act of Explanation. This copy is different from the printed Act in 
many points, and has many additions to the copy transmitted out of 
Ireland, see p. 227, with which it has been collated* and the causes of the 
alterations noted in the margin — p. 83, Liber E. 

Petition of the Commissioners for executing the Act of Settlement, that 
an inquiry be made as to the authors of advisers of a Petition from the 
adventurers and soldiers styled here scandalous and seditious and tending 
to prevent the settlement of Ireland and praying for their punishment. 
Read 26th July. 1664, p. 121, Ibid. 

Petition of Sir John Skeffington, Colonel John Brett, Captain Jno. 
Nicholas, Mr. Myles Cook, Mr. Nathan Dunbavan, and Mr. Peter Beaghane 
intrusted for the soldiers, that none of them have been as yet settled in the 
forfeited lands, but on the contrary many hundred of them dispossessed of 
lands to the amount of 923,000 acres. And that on perusal of the draft 
of the Bill now prepared (Bill of Explanation) they find themselves in a 
worse situation than by the Act of Settlement (then follows twelve grounds 
of their complaint.) Read 7th July, 1665, and laid aside. Liber F, p. 134. 

A notice of this collection is to be found in the 15th Annual Report 
of the Record Commissioners in the year 1825, by which it appears that 
it was transferred in the year 1811 to the Record Commissioners 
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by Lord Maryborough, then Chief Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, 
who in his letter to the Board on the subject states that it 
had been the property of the late Viscount Mountjoy. The volumes are 
marked, as the Commissioners observe, by letters ofthe alphabet in regular 
series to the letter M, with the exception, as stated above, of three gaps, G, 
J, and K. But the Commissioners having discovered that some at least of 
the three missing volumes were in the collection of Earl Annesley, the 
Secretary and two of the Sub-Commissioners, on examining the collection, 
found two of the missing volumes of the series marked G and EL ; conse- 
quently there is only one of the volumes, that marked I, unaccounted for. 

The Rev. Edward Groves, one of the Sub-Commissioners, observes 
that the contents of the volumes relate, with few exceptions, and those 
of a trivial nature, wholly to the affairs of Ireland, and more particularly 
to the proceedings under the Acts of Settlement and Explanation during 
the reign of King Charles II. 

From the handwriting and other internal evidence, these volumes, he 
remarks, appeared to have been compiled during the period to which 
they relate. But the Record Commissioners offer no suggestion as to 
the origin of the compilation. 

The greater portion of the papers in these volumes concern the several 
periods when the Act of Settlement and the Act of Explanation were 
before the King and Council at Whitehall. Under Poyning’s Law, the 
Parliament of Ireland could only pass such Bills as were sent over to 
them by the Council at Whitehall under the Great Seal of England. 
And though the Privy Council usually framed the Bills without hearing 
any of the parties, yet, in framing the Acts of Settlement and Explana- 
tion, the different contending parties were allowed by the King, con- 
sidering how great were the interests involved, to appear by their 
counsel or agents. 

The Debates concerning the Act of Settlement commenced on the 
19th of July, 1661, and were continued till the 11th of April, 1662, as 
appears by the journal or minutes kept by Sir George Lane as Clerk of 
the Council, entitled “ Abstract of Proceedings concerning the Rebels in 
Ireland from the 23rd of October, 1641,” Liber M, p. 383. The pro- 
ceedings concerning the Act of Explanation began before the Privy 
Council at Whitehall on the 9th November, 1663, and were continued 
until 14th of August, 1665. (Ibid.) 

This record of the proceedings before the Council is due to a virulent 
attack made in the year 1671 upon the conduct of Sir George Lane. 

Colonel Richard Talbot complained before the King and Council, in 
behalf of a great number of persons left without lands by the Acts of 
Settlement, that as regarded the Instructions to the Commissioners for 
executing the King’s Declaration there had been unauthorized amend- 
ments or alterations, and that there were clauses and provisos omitted 
and others introduced into the Acts of Settlement without warrant. 
Thereupon Sir George Lane produced these Minutes to justify his action. 
(See Carte’s Life of Ormonde, II., p. 429.) 

It is quite impossible to classify the information comprised in these 
volumes ; for the matters are not given in the order of time ; very many 
are undated, nor is there any grouping of subjects. 

All that can be said is that these volumes seem to contain all that was 
in the Council Chamber relating to the Acts of Settlement up to the 
latest date given in the work, which is 26th of October, 1674. (See 
Liber A, Papers concerning Free Ports.) It is enough for the present 
to say that the papers embrace the period between the King’s Declaration 
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for the Settlement of Ireland of 30fck November, 1660. and the latest 
date, tho 26th October, 1674. 

In searching for the origin of these books there is the following 
passage in tho Earl of Essex’s State Letters. Onthe26tliof May, 1675 
be writes to the Secretary of State : — “ By His Majesty’s command all 
the records of the Kingdom which relate to the distribution of the lands 
by the Act of Settlement have been searched and extracts made out of them 
in order to the discovery of concealed lands. This work is contained in 
twelve or fourteen volumes now ready to be sent over.” (State Papers, 
Svo, Dublin, 1772, p. 234). ' 

The date accords very well with the concluding date in these volumes. 
But there is a considerable portion of matter that could not by any 
possibility help to the discovery of concealed lands which was the object 
°5 Earl of Essex. For instance the explanation of the instructions 
signed by the Earl of Fssex on 26tli October, 1674, concerns Free Ports, 
and cannot be referred in any way to concealed lands. 

Turning then in search of some other origin, it is known that in 1671 
,7 influence of Colonel Richard Talbot, aided, as Carte supposes, in 
his Life of the Duke of Ormond, by the Duke of Buckingham and the 
Earl of Anglesey, an attempt was made to upset the Settlement of Ire- 
land as fixed under the Acts of Settlement and Explanation. 

It was alleged that various unauthorized differences were to be found 
between the King’s Declaration of 30th November, 1660, and the Acts 
of Settlement, and there was an Order in Council (the King, Duke of 
Buckingham, Earl of Anglesey, and others being present), that the Duke 
oi o gha ™? the Earl ° f An S lese 7> the Loi 'd Holies, the Lord Ashly, 
and Mr. Secretary Trevor, or any three of them were appointed a Com- 
mittee to peruse all the papers, orders, and writings concerning the 
Settlement of Ireland from first to last, and to take an abstract thereof in 
mating, whereby his Majesty might have before him at one view His 
Majesty’s Declaration (which was the first foundation of the said Settle- 
ment), the Instructions and Acts of Parliament relating to that affair as 
they were transmitted from Ireland and amended there, with all orders 
of Council and Warrants for Grants, Clauses, and Provisos, what 
alterations had been made and how the whole Settlement then stood. 

It would be difficult to give a better description of the contents of 
these nine volumes, only that there is comprised in them some matters 
not relating to the Settlement of- Ireland, as for instance the papers 
relating to Trade and Revenue. 

W hat further supports the view that these books were commenced 
m consequence of the Commission of Inspection is that the certificate of 
^T 7 °^ r Ac ^ Periods, there and often elsewhere called the Act 
Explanation, is signed Robert Hamilton, and is dated 6th October, 
16/2 (Liber B, p. 17.) 

It is also to be observed that two of the missing volumes, Liber G 
and Liber K, were inspected by the Secretary and Sub-Commissioners 
of the Record Commission amongst the collections of Earl Annesley 
representative of the Earl of Anglesey, one of the Committee of 
Inspection into the Settlement. The Government obtained the nine 
volumes, now transferred to the Public Record Office, from Viscount 
-Vountjoy s representative. By what means they got out of the hands 
of the Earl of Anglesey’s representative does not appear. 

The Commission of Inspection was superseded, because of its un- 
popularity with powerful interests, and it is not improbable that the 
Earl of Anglesey may have been desirous to efface the memorials of it 
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and had influence enough to obtain possession of these volumes, and 
have lent them to friends, and have forgotten to get them back. In this 
way they may have been purchased by Lord Mountjoy. 

I have appended to my report a paper of considerable historical 
interest. It is a Synoptical Table, or Abstract of the Decrees pro- 
nounced by the Commissioners of the Court of Claims, on claims of 
Innocence, and is entitled- 1 ' Abstract of the Decrees of the Court of 
Claims for the trial of Innocents commencing 13th January, 1662. 
(Liber M, p. 274.) It contains in the first column the pedigree of the 
claimant,’ how he derives from the proprietor in possession in anno 
1641, the next column the qualifications of Innocent or Nocent, 
then the counties, . where the estates decreed are situated, and the num- 
ber of profitable Irish acres decreed. 

The table commences 13 -January, 1663 (1662) old style and ends on 
the 21 August, in the same year, a period of only seven months. The 
Commissioners, in accounting for the short time during which the Court 
sat for hearing Claims of Innocence, presented two papers to the Lord 
Lieutenant on the 30th November, 1663, entitled “ Reasons presented 
in -writing to the Lord Lieutenant by H. M. Commissioners why they 
conceived it not fit for them to proceed in the execution of the Act of 
Settlement after the 21 August last, until the obstructions they 
mentioned should be removed by a new Act.” They state that they 
were confined to the limit of one year for healing Claims of Innocence, 
and that by the Act of Settlement the Commissioners were to restore m 
the first place, such Innocents as took no decrees for lands m Connaught ; 
and secondly, those who' took such decrees. - - The time for restoring all 
Innocents ahd making reprisals was limited to 22nd August, 1663, and 
they spent the time, they say, in restoring Innocents who took out no 
decrees in Connaught, but those who took out decrees had as yet no 
opportunity of being heard, and many of them, as the Commissioners 
suggest, might prove innocent, some having been, as appears by the 
Kang's Declaration of 30th November, 1660, transplanted into Con- 
naught merely for their religion. Liber M, p. 1- 

In order to account for the short time actually given by the Com- 
missioners to the hearing of Claims of Innocence, which was only seven 
months, that is to say from the 13th of January to 21st of August, 1663, 
they say they were delayed after their arrival in Ireland, two months 
before the Act of Settlement was printed. Ibid, p. 22. 

Further delay probably took place in preparing the rules of their 
proceedings. For they opened their Court, as they report, by reading 
their Coinmission on the 20th of September, 1662, and twelve months 
of four weeks, ended the 21st August, 1663. And then their power for 
hearing Claims of Innocence determined. (Liber C, 59.) 

In this table are contained an abstract of all their Decrees. For 
when the second Court of Claims was opened on 4th January, 1666, to 
execute the Act of Explanation, the Court of Innocents was abolished, 
and though the Decrees of Innocence already given were confirmed, no 
further claims of Innocence were to be heard. 

The foregoing MS. volumes form the interesting transfer of the past 

^ The ordinary work of the department has been as follows : — One hun- 
dred and thirty-eight Cartons, full of Unregistered Papers, embracing the 
years 1821 to 1876 inclusive, have been classified and indexed m slips. 
These Miscellaneous Papees, the arrangement of which is now com- 
pleted, are the documents of the various years intervening between 1821 
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and 1876, which, being supplemental to the regular series of Governmental 
Papers, had accumulated to a very great extent, and rendered official 
references extremely difficult. Every year this work has progressed, 
and I have now to report that it is completed, so far as the arrangement in 
Cartons is concerned. A slip Index lias been provided, which it will now 
be my task to have sorted and transcribed for use. Tedious as this work 
has been, the result will, I have no doubt, prove of important value to 
the ready production of the State Papers of the period they cover. 

A Carton Catalogue has been made to the Papers of 1821 to 1876 
inclusive. This catalogue enables the searcher to turn at once to the 
exact number of the document required, and tire number of the Carton 
in which it is contained. 

The iniJex to A Kilkenny Confederates, Orders on Process, 1 644- 
lb 49 , referred to in my last report, p. 17, has been duly transcribed 
into the volume. 

The Current Papers of the years 1876 and 1876, were, on the 18th 
May last, transmitted from the Chief Secretary's Office to this Depart- 
ment. They have been arranged and placed in Cartons 2276-2342, 

_ The Searches, required by the Chief Secretary’s Office during the past 
year, have been very frequent, and have occupied a considerable portion 
of time. In order to facilitate these searches I have proceeded without 
cessation, in the completion of the arrangement and indexing of the 
Unregistered Miscellaneous Papers.
